1* On 15 and 16 September three single-engine fighters and one arrived 
at Liuchou Airfield for permanent assignment. Four old Japanese planes, 
already there, were also permanently assigned to this field • 

2o On 19 September 1*0 air force ground crew personnel arrived at Liuchou 
South Station, via the Hunan-Kwangsi Railway, and went to the airfield. 
This brought the ground crew total to about 180 men. 

3* On 6 October 2$0 drums of gasoline arrived at Liuchou by rail and 
were stored in the second oil storage tank at Liuchou Airfield. 

lu Planes stationed at Liuchou Airfield practice flying every two or 
three days. 

5o Planes fly from Nanning Airfield to Liuchou every week on an unknown 
mission*
